The whole number of children in town, as returned by the selectmen — 
is 98; 54 males, 44 females. The whole number of scholars that | 
have attended our schools is 89—males 46, females 43—of which num- 
ber 3 are less than 5 and 8 are more than 15 years of age. We know 
of no person in town between the ages of 14 and 21 who cannot read © 


and write. 
FALLS SCHOOL. 


This school was under the charge of Miss Sadie S. Chase for the 7 


three terms. ‘The whole number of scholars attending school was 20 ; 


males 10, females 10. Average daily attendance, 10. Miss Chase ~ 

came to us highly recommended, and she has maintained her standard . 
a high degree. It was pleasing to see the various means she em- 
ie to awaken thought and strengthen memory, which rendered the 
gaining of knowledge a pleasure. ‘The several classes in reading and 


spelling made great improvement.

POUND SCHOOL, 


This school was under the instruction of Miss Cora F. Harvey for 


the three terms. The whole number of scholars was 30; males 19,

females 11. Average daily attendance, 21. This has been a quiet 
and industrious school, and Miss Harvey has exhibited an untiring 
devotion to the best interest of the pupils. ‘The scholars have made . 
great advancement in their various studies, more especially in geogra- | 
phy and arithmetic. Being a thorough scholar herself, she allowed no ~ 
one to advance beyond what they perfectly understood. Much love 
and respect existed between teacher and pupils, and it was with regret | 
that they parted at the close of the school. 
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CORNER SCHOOL. 


The Spring and Fall terms were under the charge of Miss Minnie 
A. Brown. ‘The whole number of scholars was 24; males 13, females 
11. Average daily attendance, 16. We think Miss Brown was very 
successful in awakening interest among her pupils and skillful in her 
mode of imparting instruction, which caused them to advance rapidly 
and thoroughly. The teacher and scholars of this school have pur- 


chased a large globe and several outline maps, which will be of much 


benefit to the school. Miss Brown, being out of health, declined 
| teaching the winter term, which was under the instruction of Miss M. 
| Edna Kimball. The whole number of scholars was 19; males 11, fe- 
| males 8. Average daily attendance, 16. Miss Kimball ranks with 


our best female teachers. She has taught school in town for two 
| years past, and has managed this school with her usual ability, and 


has given good satisfaction. 


NORTH SCHOOL. 


This school was under the care of Miss Anna B. Hanson. The 
whole number of scholars was 15; males 4, females 11. Average 
daily attendance, 7. This was Miss Hanson’s first effort at teaching, 
and we think she had a good school and with experience will make a 
successful teacher. We could see, as the year advanced, that the 
scholars were improving rapidly. Some of the smaller ones, commenc- 
ing with the ‘‘first steps,” were able to read and spell quite well, at 
the last visit of your committee. Owing to sickness the average at- 


tendanee was small. 


GENERAL REMARKS. 

Mary B. Morrill was chosen a member of the school board for three 
years, and served as such until she left town, sending in her resigna- 
tion March 18, 1887, and Joseph F. Kimball was appointed to fill the 
| vacancy. 

We have made map drawing a specialty the past year, and many of 


the maps drawn by the pupils are patterns of accuracy and neatness. 
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Many of the scholars who never tried drawing them before, can go to 
the black-boards and draw excellent maps without the aid of their 
books, which will be of much benefit to them in remembering the 
boundaries, the location of cities, &e. 

We gave prizes in the larger classes in arithmetic for written exam- 
inations. ‘There were ninety examples given them in all, and there 
were five scholars that made only three mistakes each, which was 
much better than we expected and shows that their teachers did their — 
best to aid them to be thorough as they advanced. 

We also gave prizes to encourage them to be more punctual in at- 
tending school, which resulted favorably. Several more came very 
near receiving the first prize, but were detained at home by sickness.

friends. Scholars will engage in study with more interest, and labor 
with more earnestness when the school is often visited. We hope 
that all will consider this a duty that they owe to their children, and 
they will find it a pleasure also.
